Drastic proposals, affecting all 
classes of traffic on the highways 
of Great Britain, are contained In 
the text just issued'of the Road 
Traffic Bill, which will be intro- 
duced in the House of Lords next 
Thursday. . The chief proposals 
are abolition of the speed Imit of 
Motor coaches 
are to be subject to a speed limit 
of 30 miles per hour. There will 
be meted out for “careless ‘driv- 
ing” and “dangerous. driving,”. a 
second conviction for the Jatter 
offence fnvolving the cancellation 
of the driver’s lHcence. 

The minimuni age for a motor 
cycle driver's licence ta to be rais- 
ed from fourteen to sixteen. All 
applicants for driving. licences 
must make a declaration of phy- 
A compulsory insur- 
ange against third party risks fs 
necessary, drivers being obliged to 
carry’ certificates of Insurance, 
The ‘Bille also deals with the rées- 
triction of duty hours for drivers 
of heavy motor vehicles. The 
Area Commissioner will be ap- 
pointed to license public service 
vehicles and regulate rates and 
services.

The’ Bill, provided machinery 
whereby the yarious public service 
vehicles would work on something 
of a co-ordinated basis. Practical-. 
ly everybody agreed that reckless 
competition in transport was con- 
trary to the interests of the com- 
munity, and for the first time, under 
the -new legislation “we should bo 
able to take and largely to enforce 
a national view of British transport 
requirements.” 


Provisions of the Bill 


The measure will propose the 
4bolition .of the speed Hmit for all 
automobiles, except char-a-bancs, 
buses, and heavier commercial 
vehicles, which will be bound by a 
maximum permissible speed at 80 
miles an hour. 

On the other hand, 
driving will te more 
penalized, 

Other features include cqrhpul- 
sory insurance against third party 
risks, and Imitation of the hours 
of. drivers engaged’ in public motor 
services.

Exported Tea Freé From 
National Tax 


MANY REDUCTIONS 


: Canton, Saturday. 

Owing to the double levy of likin 
and taxes, the Chinese tea hrade 
has depreciated very much during 
recent years. In order to compate 
jwith foréign tea, the Canton au- 
thorities have received instructions 
from the Executive Yuan to the 
following three 
measures regatding the reduction 
of likin and taxes are to be adopted: 


Only three per ‘cent. {s to be 
levied, regardless of quality of 
tea going to interlor, in the 
producing province and there- 


after no other taxes are to be. 


collected except customs duties 


while tea for export {a exempt |- 


of all national duties. . 

The duties levied by native 
customs and likin offices for tea 
transported to various pro- 
vincea in China, are to be re- 
duced by one-half, ‘which are 
collected only in the producing 
pravince, the receipt of which 
exempts {t' . from further 
duties In other provinces. 
Merchants are to obtain= a 
certificate from the customs 
for all tea to be. exported. 
Within a ‘stated time of this 
‘certificate, no duties will be 
levied by the various customs 
through, which the tea passes en 
route. to point of exportation. 
This certificate will be cancell- 
ed by the list’ customs office of 
the port from which the tea 
is exported.—Canton ‘News 
Agency. ay

THE “MAURETANIA” 


Not Damaged By Her’ 
Adventure 


New York, Saturday. 
The “Mauretania” scrapad a num- 
ber of submerged obstacles when 
paasing the scene of Thursday's 
collision, The captain wirclessed, 
however, that the liner {s not dam- 
aged.

The “Maure- 
tania’s’”’ crew launched a lifeboat 
to rescue the crew of the car 
ferry, but the latter remained 
afloat and was towed to Staten 
Island. An examination of the 
. ner revealed two holes in the 
bows, one of which was four by 
ten feet, above the waterline. 
The captain informed the Harbour 
Police that the car ferry did not 
give her the right of way.]

disappeared. Only by such means 
could he have borne the ten yeara

His. pedantry, which caused him 
to underline important sentences in 
his book, was always to me more 
sympathetic than was his habit of 
continually playing with a key-ring 
which he carried on his watch+ 
chain, revolving it’ rhythmically in 
a’ circle, thereby' disturbing hia 
conversation. This soothing habit, 
instinctively resorted to, shows that 
he must haye’ been’ more nervous 
than one thought from his fresh 
and healthy manner.

The rejection of the Bill occurred 
on the same day as the last French, 
flag was hauled down from the 
fortresqg of Ehrenbreitsteln, at 
Coblenz, and the Belgian flag at 
Aix Ja Chapelle, amid the jubila- 
inhabitants of the 
territory.—Reuter.

“MUI TSAI’ PROBLEM| 


. IN COLONY. 
‘COMMENT IN CHURCH 
PAPER 

EVILS EXAGGERATED 


In the December’ issue of tha 
Monthly Magazine of St. Andrew's 
Church, Kowloon, there fs an article 
qn the “Problem { the Mul 
Taal" written by M: hn H, Hunt., 
0.B.E., Secretary the European 
YMCA, and meusber of _ the 
Church Vestry. ‘ He writes:— 

Tt was a great rellef-to learn re- 
cently that the Government is intro- 
ducing legislation to deal with the 
Mut Tsai problem, - It has always 
been a blot on the fair name of the 
Colony to have these little slave 
girls in our midst. They are in- 
articulate and suffer in silence 30 
that it has been difficult to know 
thelr position and ‘the treatment 
given to them. Although we are 
desirous of respecting the time- 
honoured customs of the nation 
among whom we live, we cannot 
condone a system by which many 
children are taken from their homes 
and often made to suffer: great 
hardship. They are cheated of 
their childhood and deprived of the 
privileges which God meant for 
them. 

Strong Protests 


. It stands to the credit of the 
Chinese Church that it has always 
raised a strong protest against this 
custom. For years past the Anti- 
Mui Teai Soclety has been inform- 
ing the _public and, creating an 
opinion against this system of 
labour. There can he no’: doubt 
that thelr work has not been in 
valu. Perhaps the evils. have been 
slightly exaggerated, at times, for 
not all the children bought under 
this system are ill treated, however, 
when this {s admitted it {3 evident 
that the Afui Teai system as a 
system is quite contrary to the 
enlightened democratic spirit of our 
times. The sacredness of human 
Hfa and the freedom of the indivi- 
dual are features of the present day 
civilisation which have been secured 
after almost superhuman effort by 
our forefathers, We cannot alip 
back to the dark ages owing to the 
callousness of a few people. 

: The Local Preas 
- The local Preas has given com- 
mendable publicity to this question 
and our sincere thanks are extended 
to the writers of the leaders tn the 
newspapers for so clearly stating 
the true position. 

No useful purpose would be 
served, by ‘further discussing this 
subject; sufficient is {t.to know that 
steps are now being taken to reduce 
its evil and eventually to stop It 
altogether, We felt, however, that 
some reference should be made in 


thia Church magazine and the] h 


opportunity taken of expressing our 
thankfulness that the Government 
has taken up the cause of these help. 
less children. We all want. this 
British Colony to be representative 
of the best of our national life and 
every effort by the Government to 
promote this ideal has the support 
of the Church, There still re- 
main many other evila-in the Colony 
requiring attention and itis hoped 
that the Church will provide the 
leadership ‘necessary for. thefr 
extinction, .
